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FROM YOUR PRESIDENT

As the Christmas Season and 1982 ap- 
proach, I would like to wish each member of 
the American Numismatic Association a 
happy holiday and a successful and joyous 
numismatic New Year. 

The ANA building renovation continues 
with 25 percent completed as of November 
1, 1981. On October 7th, a 105-feet-long 
truss was raised over the present first floor. 

This 21,800-pound steel span will support 
the new second floor. 

The ANA Building Fund drive continues. 

With your dues notice that you received, 
there were opportunities for you to select 
one or more areas where you could give additional assistance to the 
association. I believe the building fund should be given first consideration. 
While it is still December, it is important to remember that donations in 
1981 will be of more benefit to you, because your taxes in 1982 will be 
lower. Support the ANA with a cash donation to the Building Fund. 

I attended the California State Numismatic Association Convention in 
Anaheim, California, October 23-25, 1981, and while in the Los Angeles 
area, I took the opportunity to visit eight coin club meetings to give a 
report on the status of the ANA. I informed them that as of November 
1981, we now have over 42,000 members. This number will decline in 
April 1982 when members are deleted for nonpayment of dues. Members 
wanted to know how the certification and grading service was progressing, 
and progressing is definitely the correct word. More and more members 
are submitting coins for authentication and grading. Collectors are not the 
only ones who want the service, for dealers are also taking advantage of 
securing certificates for the coins that they wish to sell. More than 10,000 
coins were received at the ANACS office in October 1981. 

In my mail from members, I receive a few letters of complaint against 
other collectors or dealers. The ANA does have a complaints proce- 
dure — Article III of the Bylaws. I advise each writer that in compliance 
with the Bylaws I am forwarding the letter to the Executive Vice President 
for investigation. The complaint is considered and an answer is requested 
on the complaint. Headquarters attempts to resolve the complaint to the 
satisfaction of the person making the complaint. In the event nothing is 
settled, the Board of Governors is advised, and a decision is reached by the 
board. Action may be taken by the board against one of the parties. 
However, we are not able to take action against a nonmember. One point 
to consider in order to speed action on your complaint is to send your letter 
of complaint directly to the Executive Vice President; he must take the 
necessary action to resolve your complaint.

A New 

US. Coinage 
System 

D oes the present ailing United States coinage system need 
to be scrapped in favor of a comprehensive new approach? 
Is such an overwhelming change in the system conceivable or 
desirable? 

In the October issue of The Numismatist ANA member Kirk 
Hillman presented his proposal for "A New U.S. Coinage 
System.” In it he calls for an 11 -coin system ranging in 
denomination from 50 to $500 and in size from 20mm to 32mm. 
Three metals are used to give some intrinsic value to each 
denomination, a "small transaction” copper group, an "average 
transaction” silver group, and a "large transaction" group in 
gold. To enhance the perceived intrinsic value of the coins, 
Hillman offers artistic designs which he feels return to 
traditional expressions of the ideals of our country. Included in 
these are four of the most artistic coin designs used by the U.S. 
Mint — McNeil's Type I Standing Liberty Quarter, St. Gaudens' 
$10 and $20 gold pieces, and Weinman's Walking Liberty half 
dollar. 

At the conclusion of the article. The Numismatist invited 
readers to comment on what they thought of the published 
proposal or of the idea of major changes in the U.S. coinage 
system. Is there anything we can do to effect needed change? The 
following are some of the responses we have received. 
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EDITORS' NOTE: An error occurred in the production of "A New U.S. Coinage System" in which 
the size diagrams for the 5^ coin and coin were transposed. According to Hillman's 
proposal, the smaller coin is 20mm and the 100 coin is 22mm. Since this was an error by the 
staff of The Numismatist, references in these letters to this error being part of the proposal have 
been deleted. 


■ I am writing to tell you that I believe 
that Kirk Hillman's "A New U.S. Coin- 
age System" was an excellent article. It 
was thoughtful and creative. It is a pity 
we cannot make the same statement 
about our present coinage. 

Although I am not in love with his 
designs, they are vastly superior to the 
dull, drab, and pedestrian designs on 
contemporary coinage. A sterile bust of 
a president is not my idea of beauty in 
coinage.

■ I would like to comment on Mr. 
Hillman's coinage proposal. I think it's 
a wonderful idea, mainly because of 
Hillman's last sentence: "Let the people 
perceive the intrinsic value of their 
country and they will more readily be- 
lieve in it." also, the beautiful designs 
and edge lettering, which may seem 
unique to the public, would bring a new 
appreciation of our coins and a return to 
real artistic value on our coins.

the denomination. Don^t change the de- 
sign, but differentiate through the 
edge — reeding, partial reeding, scal- 
loping, and multi-sided coins. 2) If we 
use unchanged designs from coins of 
old, we should use the same denomina- 
tion or a very different size to avoid 
confusion. 3) Why resurrect silver and 
gold for our regular coinage? While ap- 
propriate for commemorative coinage, 
the silver and gold markets are already 
strained, and the article assumes silver 
will stay under $20 an ounce, not a safe 
assumption. The United Kingdom has 
adopted nickel alloys and gold-colored 
alloys for its high denominations.

■ I read Mr. Hillman's proposal for U.S. 
coinage with much interest. 1 too, have 
thought that we should bring our coin- 
age up to date, including minting some 
coins with precious metal content. My 
thoughts are surprisingly similar to Mr. 
Hillman's. I haven't tried to apply 
specific designs to specific denomina- 
tions, but I have included some ideas as 
to what they should be (Table above). 

After reading Hillman's article, I 
somewhat agree that perhaps the one 
cent should be discontinued for the sake 
of reducing costs. If it were to be discon- 
tinued then perhaps my five, ten and 25 
cent pieces should be all one material 
(perhaps a cupro-nickel alloy). I think 
that the sale of Proof and Uncirculated 
sets, along with collectors taking more 
out of circulation, would compensate 
for the costs of minting the traditional 
one cent piece. My system would allow 
the sale of three distinct Proof and Un- 
circulated sets each year, one consisting 
of the copper/ nickel/ silver coins (ex- 
cluding the commemorative); one con- 
sisting of the gold coins (excluding the 
commemorative); and one of the two 


commemoratives. All three Proof sets 
could be issued in leather presentation 
cases. Further, I would propose a mint 
mark on every coin. 

The presidential coins would be in- 
troduced throughout the country on In- 
auguration Day (January 20), and the 
commemorative coins on January 1 of 
each year. 

I suppose there is a lot of thought on 
how our coinage could be or should be 
changed. But even talking about it 
seems rather useless to me. I'm afraid 
our Congressmen are much too set in 
their ways (to wit, the 1776-1976 
"commemoratives"). I'm also pretty 
certain that if left up to the numis- 
matists, we could really come up with 
something to collect. Maybe we could 
even pay off our national debt with all of 
the profits the Mint would make! 

As for Mr. Hillman's suggestion of 
changing when gold and silver costs ex- 
ceed the denomination value, I propose 
the Treasury simply charge more for the 
coins the way Canada does — their $100 
gold piece costs $300, but is legal tender 
for $100. My 10 and 20 percent silver 
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coins are based on $100/ troy ounce 
(3.11 grams = 0.1 troy ounces) and the 
10-kt. and 18-kt. gold coins on 
$2000/troy ounce. When 1 originally 
had these thoughts, the price of silver 
was just a few dollars per ounce and that 
of gold was less than $200/ounce. 1 can 
now see that my thinking was some- 
what erroneous when 1 thought these 
limits could never be reached — but 
then so was our Government's when 
they tried to hold gold at $20/ounce! But 
my thinking looks somewhat safe for a 
few years yet to come, plus even more if 
paper currency stays around for a while 
longer.

These 
coins would have value. I believe com- 
position and designs would be a big 
boost for the coinage system. People 
would take pride in U.S. coins again. 
One suggestion I do have is, if we are 
going to use coins of denominations of 
one dollar and greater, the currency of 
the same value would have to be de- 
leted, By doing this, people would have 
to use the coins. If both are available, 
the majority of the public would take 
the easier of the two (paper currency) to 
handle. Withdrawal of the one dollar 
bill may have saved the Susan B. An- 
thony dollar, and still can. These are my 
views, but all of the public has a right to 
present their views and ideas. Perhaps a 
questionnaire could be sent out ran- 
domly by the U.S. Mint to U.S. citizens 
for helpful suggestions of favorable 
changes. I truly hope some changes are 
made.

■ I, for one, have long seen the products 
of both the U.S. Mints and Bureau of 
Engraving as lacking in beauty and 
creativity. But these items very well fill 
the function for which they are created: 
suitable media of exchange that are dif- 


ficult to counterfeit. Unfortunately 
that's about all they do. Certainly this is 
a very pragmatic approach to coins and 
currency, but then again, the dominant 
philosophy in our nation is ^'prag- 
matism." We have always applauded 
those Americans who fill function over 
beauty, practicality over asthetics. Why 
are we so surprised that our coins and 
currency reflect the national phi- 
losophy? 

Nonetheless, we have examples of 
the past that demonstrate our ability to 
achieve beauty: St. Gaudens coinage, 
19th Century currency, etc. Products of 
other nations demonstrate that coins, 
and especially currency can be creative, 
colorful and difficult to counterfeit. 
Surely we are due to retire the bleak 
examples currently in use? If so, then 
now would be the time. But mistakes of 
the past should not be repeated. After all 
is said and done, for instance, the real 
reason that both the $1 coin and $2 bill 
are not circulating is that we continue 
to produce a dollar bill. Remove that 
from circulation and the other two will 
immediately circulate widely. We may 
not like them, but would use them. 

However, turning to the proposal it- 
self, I doubt that the average citizen in 
this nation would appreciate or use 
coins of large denominations, even if 
minted in silver or gold. We are used to 
paper and paper transfer of money 
(credit cards, etc.). Large denomination 
coinage simply would not satisfy any 
real need, except for those few who 
would rather save metal over paper. For 
them, coinage in silver and gold would 
be an attractive way to save, but any 
large quantity can already be hoarded in 
the form of bullion. Any psychological 
benefit from specie coinage is really 
wishful thinking. From that perspec- 
tive, large denomination coins would 
only underscore the shrinking value of 
the dollar rather than reduce it. 
Numismatists may appreciate new de- 
nomination coinage, but the Mint 
doesn't produce items for numismatists

except Proof examples of regular coin- 
age. It is doubtful that this will change.

Madam Director: 

Recently the Bureau of the Mint released 
for circulation the new reduced size U.S. 
coin dollar. Its success lies greatly in doubt. 
This is little wonder, as this coin only adds 
to the confusion of our deteriorating mone- 
tary system. The new dollar is already being 
mixed with quarters and really is a problem 
for both merchants and those spending 
them. Why was this not anticipated by your 
Bureaul Certainly, it should have been 
pointed out to the Congress by your people 
at the time it was proposed that resulting 
confusion would follow. It will be a terrible 
waste of the public’s money if this piece 
fails, and it appears it will. 

As Tm sitting here writing this, I have in 
front of me an Eisenhower dollar, the An- 
thony dollar, the half, quarter, dime, nickel 
and penny. If such a drastic size reduction of 
the dollar coin was going to be planned, 
couldn’t the Bureau have taken the same 
look lam taking and anticipate such a costly 
mistake! 

On the positive side, however, let me say 
that I think the Anthony dollar is a beauti- 
fully designed and struck coin. It could be an 
asset if the whole coin system had been re- 
designed and restructured accordingly. 
Wasn’t this considered! Certainly, it should 
have been. 

Actually, a new mini-coin series could be 
very beneficial, if carefully thought through. 
The new attractive Anthony dollar would 
be the focus for a new coin series that would 
he easier to carry and less expensive for the 
Bureau to produce. To illustrate: 




As you can see, I have used the Anthony 
dollar for the dollar, the present quarter for 
the 50 cent piece, the present nickel size for 
the 25 cent piece, the present penny for the 
ten cent piece, the present dime for our five 
cent piece, and a Swiss penny size for our 
cent. Something such as this would make 
sense and could be a very usable and attrac- 
tive coin series. After all, there is no reason 
for our coins to remain large, as they have no 
precious metal value. What this would 
amount to, in effect, would be exchanging 
our two largest coins for one small coin the 
size of the Swiss penny. The amount of 
metal saved would be prodigious. 

I’m sure the slot vendors would be tem- 
porarily upset by the change, but in the long 
run this mini-coin series would be more 
convenient to carry and cost far less to pro- 
duce. More importantly, it would be the sal- 
vation of the Anthony dollar. Otherwise, it 
is doomed!

Dear Mr. Hanks, 

The suggestion you make in your letter to 
completely revise our coinage system so that 
the order of the size of the coins would fol- 
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low the order of value of the coins was con- 
sidered. This system makes great sense and 
would probably be used if this were a newly 
developing country. However, our economy 
and money handling technology have been 
long mature. There are in excess of five 
million vending machines and several 
million more coin processing machines in 
this country. A complete revision of the 
coinage system would have an intolerable 
impact on this industry. 

In determining the size and weight of the 
Anthony dollar coin, we considered several 
factors, including convenient handling by 
the general public, sufficient distinction 
from other coin denominations, and preven- 
tion of counterfeiting or slugging. The physi- 
cal characteristics of the coin meet these 
requirements. The Anthony coin, with a 
diameter of just over one inch, is sized be- 
tween the quarter and the half-dollar. Its 
relationship to the quarter is almost exactly 
the same as the ratio between the quarter 
and the nickel. In addition to the size dif- 
ferential, the dollar coin is readily distin- 
guishable from the quarter by its weight, the 
dollar coin being 43 percent heavier. 

We are confident that the new Anthony 
dollar coin will gain acceptance by the gen- 
eral public, retailers, and bankers. Growing 
public familiarity with the coin will surely 
dispel the reservations by some that the 
dollar coin may be mistaken for the quarter. 
If we consider that all Federal Reserve notes 
regardless of denomination are of the same 
size and color, the significant distinctions 
between the new dollar coin and the quarter 
and the sound economic purposes should 
lead to widespread use of the new coin by 
the American public after the initial period 
of adjustment.

■ I have a few thoughts that I'd like to 
convey to you concerning the proposal 
submitted by Kirk Hillman in the Oc- 

tobgLissue^ of The NumismatiU'. 

First of all, I must say that I enjoyed 
the article and agree wholeheartedly 
with Mr. Hillman that we are due for a 
change in our tired, ragged coinage sys- 
tem. Mr. Hillman's thoughts overall 
impressed me, but I do, however, have a 


few alternate choices for his proposed 
copper coins. 

I feel that his decision to eliminate 
the penny is an unfortunate necessity (I 
say unfortunate because I, along with a 
few million other collectors, am senti- 
mentally attached to the coin that in- 
troduced me to numismatics). I also feel 
that we could go a step further in 
eliminating unneeded denominations. 
Following are a few of my ideas on how I 
would attempt changing the small de- 
nomination coins. 

I submit that we should retire not 
only the penny, but the nickel and quar- 
ter as well. This would leave the dime as 
the basic unit, the half dollar, and the 
dollar as the circulating coins (much 
like the penny, nickel and dime of 
1880). Let's keep the dime the same 
size, and let's reduce the size of the 
proposed half dollar to the size of the 
current quarter. This would be conven- 
ient for the vending machine industry, 
not to mention the millions of dollars 
saved in minting costs. 

As Mr. Hillman stated, the current 
nickel buys today what the penny 
bought in 1941. With inflation the way 
it is now, it wouldn't be too long before 
the proposed nickel would meet the 
same fate as the penny. After all, today's 
dime can't buy what a penny bought in 
1 857 (when, strangely enough, the act of 
February 21 suspended the coinage of 
half cents). 

If the proposed nickel was eliminated, 
leaving only the dime, the quarter 
would therefore have to be removed 
also, simply because there is no way 
physically to change a quarter into 2.5 
dimes. 

I don't think that we'd have too many 
problems accepting the dime as our 
basic unit o f x^ornag^ Rbuhdih^saTe^ 
and taxes to the nearest dime would av- 
erage out over the long run the same 
way that rounding off to the nearest 
penny does today. As far as buying 
power, I personally remember visiting a 
small local variety store when I was 
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young, and purchasing two pieces of 
candy for a penny. I couldn't buy just 
one piece simply because there was no 
half cent coin. It wouldn't bother to- 
day's consumers, I'm sure, to buy a 
minimum 10^ purchase. (There are very 
few stores around where one can pur- 
chase an item for under 100 anyway). 

As far as the intrinsic value of the 
larger denomination silver and gold 
coins at 50 percent of face value, I think 
it's a decent idea, but as inflation pre- 
vails, and as the bullion value of these 
coins reaches 80 to 85 percent of face 
value, the coins should be quickly re- 
tired to discourage hoarding. Hoarding 
will no doubt become one of the greatest 
problems of this coinage system if it's 
not properly attended to. 

As far as Mr. Hillman's proposal on 
the design of these coins, I am in 
favor — 100 percent. Artistic beauty and 
the quality of edge lettering to be 
reinstated into our coinage system 
would be almost beyond belief! In my 
opinion, these coins would certainly be 
accepted by the public, and once again 
people could be proud of the "small 
piece of America" that they hold in 
their pockets.

■ Mr. Hillman's coinage system pro- 
posal is most welcome and long over- 
due. 

I agree with the proposal up to a point. 
I do not think the gold coin series is a 
good idea. These coins would circulate 
infrequently and would soon be 
hoarded. Also, I like the idea of the gold 
in Fort Knox (and elsewhere) even 
though I never see it. I never see a de- 
fense missile either, but I feel more se- 
cure knowing it is there. 

Second, I would have the figure of 
Liberty on every coin except the $25 
coin, which would be the commemora- 
tive coin for great Americans for periods 
of no less than five years (to eliminate 
artificial rarity). 

Finally, the chance of a change is 


small. I recently wrote to Mr. Annunzio 
suggesting a return to Liberty coins. His 
reply, in part, stated that the fact of Lin- 
coln cents since 1909 was evidence that 
the public was satisfied with present de- 
signs. Brilliant thinking!

■ Various proponents of changes to the 
U.S. coinage system present useful 
ideas, mostly dealing with design, de- 
nomination, and diameter. I have ob- 
served no mention of such characteris- 
tics as volume, weight, or thickness. 

In my opinion, the primary defect of 
the SBA dollar coin — similarly of the 
quarter — could be cured with a sub- 
stantial increase in thickness, to 
perhaps 1.5 times the thickness of the 
quarter. Eliminating the dollar bill is 
also recommended. 

I would favor retention of the present 
dimensions and weight of the dime and 
quarter, increase the dollar's thickness 
as cited above, and abolish the half dol- 
lar. 

The one cent and five cent denomina- 
tions need to be retained, but in altered 
sizes. Contrary to many opinions, I find 
I (nearly) always receive pennies in 
change. I conclude they do not recycle 
well because they take up too much 
space relative to the dime, but their im- 
portance is illustrated by Mint produc- 
tion. The largest volume of a denomina- 
tion struck is the cent. Demand for five 
cent, ten cent and 25 cent coins is far 
lower, and often about equal for each 
denomination. 

Small diameter may make a coin un- 
popular, such as the 14mm one dollar 
gold and three cent silver coins. How- 
ever, other popular coins were available 
as substitutes. There is no substitute for 
the smallest denomination in a set. 

Therefore, I would favor reducing the 
diameters and thicknesses of the one 
cent and five cent coins but retaining 
the denominations. The one cent coin 
likely would become too light in weight 
for vending machines — if so, it won't be 
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a great loss as little can be sold profita- 
bly at one cent per sale. 

Other variables are edge design and 
composition. My recommendations: 
plain edges for the one cent and five 
cent; reeded edges for the ten cent, 25 
cent and one dollar; cupro-nickel for the 
ten cent and up, and copper or 
aluminum for the one cent and five 
cent. To summarize; 1) eliminate the 
50 cent piece, 2) increase the dollar's 
thickness, 3) reduce diameter and 
thickness of the one cent piece, and 
4) reduce thickness, and perhaps 
diameter, of the five cent piece. 

Mr. Hillman recommends $50, $100, 
$250, and $500 gold coins. At one time I 


might have been interested as a collec- 
tor. No longer. Foreign countries issue 
such pieces, but they do not circulate. 
Unless a coin (or stamp) actually meets 
the needs of the citizens, it should not 
be issued. Therefore, 1 reject the propos- 
als for coins larger than $50 denomina- 
tion, and 1 am dubious about coins over 
$1. The world over, the public appears 
to prefer currency and even checks 
when the transaction represents sig- 
nificant value. In addition, wallets and 
billfolds are popular, but purses (for 
men) are not. 

Our coinage system does need 
changes. But not drastic ones.

■ After reading Mr. Hillman's propos- 
als, I tend to disagree with several 
points. I too have written about the 
need for a coinage overhauling — both 
for the size of our coins and the content. 
In addition, the reintroduction of silver 
and gold coins, regardless of fineness, 
has been rejected by every country that 
issues coins. It only encourages hoard- 
ing of these pieces and causes a greater 
need for paper currency to carry out 
business. 

My suggestion is a progressively 
graded coinage such as that listed in the 
Table above. 


I have no argument with the proposed 
designs — all of them are nationalistic 
themes which are appropriate to our 
coins. 

I once offered a boy at the airport in 
New Delhi a dime for carrying my 
bag — he rejected it. I offered him a 
nickel and he gladly accepted it. The 
dime looked too much like his coun- 
try's one paise coin ( 1 / 100th of a rupee), 
while the nickel looked more like a half 
rupee — bigger is more. 

Uniform coinage size is long 
overdue — now that we do not use pre- 
cious metals for coinage.

Long Beach II Sale 
Brings Record Prices 

The second of two public 
auctions held by New 
England Rare Coin Auctions 
at the Long Beach 
Convention Center in Long 
Beach, California, brought 
$1,076,881 in prices realized. 
The sale was held October 
1-3, 1981, in conjunction 
with the Long Beach 
Numismatic and Philatelic 
Expo, Inc. 

The highlight of the copper 
category was an 1804 Half 
Cent in MS-65, appearing at 
auction for the first time, 
having recently surfaced 
during the reconstruction of 
an historic building in 
Boston's business district. 
The coin brought $3,400. 
Other copper standouts 
included a 1921 MS-63 
brilliant Large Cent that 
brought $7,000, and a fully 
struck 1864 MS-65 Two 
Cent piece that realized 
$1,250. 

The two silver highlights 
were a 1917-D Standing 
Liberty quarter, Type I 
MS-65 that sold for $1,850; 
and a gem 1919 Walking 
Liberty half dollar, also fully 
struck in MS-65, that 
realized $4,750. 

Heading the list of gold 
highlights was an 1853 
California gold quarter in 
AU-55. Thought to be offered 
at auction for the first time, 
it sold for an impressive 



1821 Large Cent. MS-64 


$1,550. A brilliant, 
Semi-Prooflike 1905 Liberty 
$ 10 gold piece in MS-65 sold 
for $2,700; a superbly struck 
1 908 Indian $ 1 0 gold piece in 
MS-67 sold for $8,250; and an 
elusive 1873 Closed-3 
Liberty $20 gold piece in 
AU-55 went for $1,050. 

Bidding for currency was 
brisk, with an 1880 $5 Legal 
Tender, the "Woodchopper" 
note, in Choice New 
condition, bringing $525. A 
vivid, Very Fine 1873 $10 
Stockton Gold Bank Note 
showing no pinholes or torn 
margins sold for $4,000. An 
1891 Choice New $10 Silver 
Certificate sold for an even 
$2,000, and a well-centered 
Gem New 1974 $30 Double 
Denomination Dallas Note, 
the "King of Errors," brought 
$3,625. 

Coinage of Puerto Rico 
saw strong bidding with a 
frosty 1896 10 centavos in 
MS-65 with a Prooflike 
reverse and Semi-Prooflike 
obverse bringing $1,450. A 
rare AU-55 1 846 40 centavos 
brought $6,500, and an 1895 
peso in MS-63, scarce in any 
grade since most were 
melted, realized $5,250. 

Among the other foreign 
specimens of special interest 
were a Philippine Proof set 
(lot of seven, half centavo to 
peso) all in Proof-63, that 
sold for $1,250; a Proof-only 
issue 1826 English Crown 
Proof-60 that sold for $3,000; 
and an exceptional 
1711-1715 Mexican four 
escudos in AU-55 that 
realized $1,400.

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f he great scientist, Sir Isaac Newton, in speaking of commonplace 
things, is reported to have said, ''Coins are the most fascinating and 
innovative type of art that move people." This may have been said 
with tongue in cheek, alluding to the reputed fact that economics not 
aesthetics motivate world development. Yet, if we could look at a coin in 
any man's purse at any time in history, that man's understanding of 
values, his likes and dislikes — in short, the taste of his time — would all 
be mirrored in that small round disc of metal. History speaks not only 
through the paths of war but also by the coins left in the dust. 

Occasionally coins are pictured in art history books and conversely a 
few examples of sculpture or paintings are found in numismatic 
publications, but comparisons between coinage and art are seldom made. 
When such comparisons are made, one finds that coins represent the 
period of their issuance as loudly and forcefully as do well known works 
of art from that period. Considering their diminutive size, the practical 
re^on for their bein^ and th ^ir everyday usag e^ itisfascinating^tba^suchr- 
lowly pieces reflect the same cultural and artistic pursuits as do their 
aristocratic cousins: architecture, sculpture and painting. Whether the 
medium be a colossal coliseum or a marked lump of silver, the 
similarities between their artistic style, subject and focus reveal the 
period of history from whence they share their origins.

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Aegean: Vaphio Cup from Mycenae, 
gold, ca. 1500 B.C. 


Figure 1. A Babylonian 'talent' 
appears in the Biblical parable. From 
pre-Greece, at Mycenae, we also find 
the basic unit of measure to be a 
talent — a large piece of bronze cast in 
the shape of an ox hide. It curls in at the 
edges as a hide would and often weighs 
up to sixty pounds. It was used as a 
medium of exchange and ranks within 
the category of pre-coinage. It is not 
exceptionally attractive as a "work of 
art, " but let us consider the subject of its 
design and then look at Aegean art in 
general. 

The classic example of art of this 
period showing a bull is the Toreador 
fresco of Knossos, Crete, where we see a 


ritual game of the bull. Perhaps because 
of our lack of knowledge of the 
civilization, there is mystery in both the 
talent and the painting. Both works of 
art are strangely ambiguous. The ^ 

Vaphio cups of the Mycenaeans, dated 
from approximately 1500 B.C., provide | 

another example of Aegean work where 
bulls are shown. In this example it is a 
domesticated bull rather than a ritual ! 

bull which is depicted. The subject of 1 

these artistic expressions was an object I 

of great value in the ancient market 
place, and therefore a natural symbol of , 

wealth for coinage of the period. , 

Figure 2. The Greeks are credited 
with being the originators of coinage, | 

although in the beginning their coins 
were little more than lumps of metal 
bearing the mark of the issuing | 

authority. Soon, symbols such as the i 

head of a patron god came to connote ^ 

the city of origin. Perhaps the most ' 

famous of Greek coinage are the coins of ^ 

Athens. One finds similarities in these ' 

coins and in the monumental sculpture i 

of the period. Compare the smile of i 

Athena on an early coin of Athens with 
that of the Kore from the 6th century 
B.C. Both display the same "archaic" ' 

smile which we now translate as 
evidence of human emotion but which ^ 

was then read as the symbolic ^ 

indication of the humanness of the 
figure. Both artists used similar | 

formulas in the rendering of the hair. *

Every curl, either in metal or stone, 
closely resembles a rolled coil of clay. 
We also see in each work of art a 
borrowing from the Egyptian style of 
depicting a human eye in the full face 
perspective. This was the accepted 
symbol meaning "eye" and as such was 
automatically used in renditions of the 
human face. 

Figure 3. Greek art reveals the ancient 
world's predilection for the world of 
monsters. A coin from Neapolis bears 
the same figure, the Gorgon, as does the 
pediment from the temple of Artemis at 
Corfu and both date from the 6th 
century B.C. On this same pediment we 
see that the figure is fashioned in a 
pinwheel position. On a coin from 
Peparethus a winged god is depicted in a 
similar position. The figures on both 
move in place. This is a shorthand 
manner of indicating human motion. 
The figure continuously moves in place 
as a stationary wheel, but does not 
progress forward.

Figure 4. Evidence indicates the 
Greeks had a strong preoccupation with 
horses. One early coin reveals a horse 
not unlike those often seen on early 
pieces of Greek pottery such as on this 
Dipylon Krater. Both artists were 
beginning to define the horse but not yet 
the movement of the animal. 

Figure 5. A compelling interest in 
defining movement developed in Greek 
art during subsequent centuries. The 
artist Euainetos exhibited this concern 
in his design of the quadriga on the coin 
from Syracuse, Sicily. Here we have 
horsemen no less grand than those of 
the great Parthenon. 

Figure 6. As exhibited in many 
cultures, the Greeks took delight in 
portraying women and their attire and 
often depicted their fashions of dress, of 
hairstyle and of jewelry. We see this 
fascination on a coin from Sicily and in a 
Kore figure from Chios. 

Figure 7. The Greek artists of the first 
half of the 5th century B.C. revealed 
their culture's great respect and awe for 
their gods. On a coin from Lucania the

After the triumphs of the 
classical age we see the artist going into 
a stage of constant artistic 
experimentation for its own sake. He 
was concerned with revealing his own 
technical skill. The fullface view on the 
Catana coin is chiefly a tour de force on 
the part of the artist. The same 
experimentation was occurring in 
sculpture as evidenced in the Nike from 
the temple of Athena Nike. Here the 
artist was concerned with how he could 
show instantaneous motion. 

Figure 10. Other examples of this 
experimentation and tour de force 
occurred throughout the 4th century 
B.C. The artist's complete 
understanding of body structure and 
muscular pull becomes the chief subject 
of Hercules fighti ig the Nemean lion 
from a 4th century coin of Heracleia and 
also of the Scraper by Lysippus. 

Figure 1 1 . During the Hellenistic age 
of the Greeks, after the rise of Alexander 
the Great and his expansion of the 
realm, we see the infiltration of the 
many differing cultures, sometimes

incompatible with one another. In a 
gold coin from Thrace we have a 
reflection of this taste for the exotic and 
of the non-human. This is also evident 
in the bronze head from Turkey dating 
from the same period. 


Figure 12. After Alexander, the new 
''internationalism" of the Greeks 
brought not only a taste for the exotic, 
but the introduction of new and secret 
religions as well. These religions with 
secret initiations often involved exotic 
rituals. At times the ceremonies 
included the use of snakes. This 
influence may be seen on a coin from 
Pergamum as well as in the Laocdon 
figure from the 1st century B.C. 

Figure 13. During the Roman 
Republic, the figures representing the 
Roman incipience are an important 
element in art. The Romulus and 
Remus figures on the didrachm of the 
Republic speak of these beginnings. The 
same subject matter appears in the 
sculpture of the Etruscans, the early 
Romans. The she-wolf of the Capitoline 
museum presents one such example. 

Figure 14. The Roman culture 
produced matter-of-fact, realistic artists 
whose mode of representation may be 
seen in the portrait of Caesar on the 
denarius of the Republic and in the 
Patrician figure holding the busts of his 
ancestors. The portraits reveal no 
a tt em pt taideahze the figures bilt^re 
frank, unpolished statements about 
ratber ugly men who had made 
contributions to Roman civilization.

Figure 16. The Romans were proud of 
the empire they were building and 
current events held a special 
significance. Both the engraver of the 
sestertius of Vespasian and the 
government officials who issued the 
coin wished to depict the importance of 
the conquest of Judea. Sculptors were 
concerned with portraying the 
participation of Romans in these 
historical moments. The procession of 
the Ara Pads created during the rule of 
Augustus tells more of the appearance 
of the population during a procession 
than it does of the festival being 
celebrated or the gods being honored. As 
in the rendition of the Emperor's victory 
in Judea, the participation of Romans in 
these events is what the artists wished 
to capture. The realism in Roman art of 
this period displays a panorama of 
Roman life without exposing Roman 
culture in any depth. 

Figure 1 7. In the second and third 
centuries the Empire began to falter. 
The economy chaii^d and so did 
artistic style. A double sestertius of 
Trajan Decius bears the symbol of the 
spiked coronet meaning a monetary 
devaluation. A change in the life of the 
Empire may also be noted in the artistic 
style of the column of Trajan. Artists 
switched from the classical tradition 
and were exploring a new mode. 
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Figure 18. The Christian religion 
altered and changed the Empire in a 
multitude of ways. The depictions of 
Constantine I, whether on a gold coin or 
as a mammoth statue, reveal that 
portraiture was no longer the realistic 
style seen earlier in the Empire. The 
portrait now exists only as a symbol of 
the emperor. The important factor is his 
station, not his individuality. This was 
the mode of Christian art in its embryo 
stage.

mosaic from San Vitale in Ravenna 
appears in the same manner. In fact, his 
figure occupies the sacred position of 
being located within the space of the 
altar. Stylistically both portraits are flat, 
but the symbol is of the Emperor, 
inspired and transformed, a figure to be 
held in awe. 

Figure 21. The artist of a copper follis 
of Michael III cut the die in a manner 
resembling mosaic work which was the 
prevalent technique used by the 
Emperor's master craftsmen. This style 
was employed to decorate the sacred 
walls of San Vitale in Ravenna. Even the 
fashion of the time reveals the 
geometric quality of the mosaic pieces.

Figure 26. Even when narrating a 
Biblical story, the Byzantine artist 
wished to better reveal the religious 
symbolism of each episode and to 
preach the meaning of each scene. In 
order to do this, the panorama was 
broken into banks or rows. This was 
done on an early Byzantine medallion 
and in the mosaics of St. Marks. 

Figure 21 . While the Byzantine 
emperors reigned from various 
locations in the Empire, Europe was in a 
state of flux created by the continual 
movement of its population. The art of 
this Migration period, a vibrant, free art 
of abstract and organic shapes, reflects 
the mobile nature and transitory life 
style of these nomadic tribes. 

Figure 28. During the Migration 
period the population of European 
towns and cities shrank. Inexplicably, 
however, in the 11th century the towns 
suddenly began to regain their 
importance. This was accompanied by 
an amazing increase in building 
activity. Churches and fortresses rose as 
evidence of local authority. The 
emblem of each town was its towers. 
Loss of towers often meant loss of face 
for the ruling power. We see the ruler 
within the local towers on the 
Romanesque bracteate of Albrecht the 
Bear. The Biblical rulers also stand 
between the towers of the cathedral of 
Chartres. Quietly and majestically they 
state the historical significance of the 
power of the church. Both the small 
coin and the magnificent statute- 
column date from the first half of the 
12th century. 

Figure 29. Other coins from this same 
period reveal similar artistic motifs. An 
eagle, the symbol of Burkhard II of 
Falkenstein, guards the entrance of his

town. On the west facade at Chartres, 
Christ and the symbols of the four 
apostles loom over those who enter the 
Heavenly City within. The central 
motifs in both works of art imply the 
power of the rulers: one worldly, one 
universal. 

Figure 30. The Romanesque world is 
rarely identified with the classical, yet 
Romanesque art forms reveal a classical 
influence. This is understandable as 
many Medieval artists studied from the 
available works of antiquity. The eagle 
often used during the Roman times 
reappears on a coin of Messina. An 
augustalis of Frederick II Hohenstein 
dates from 1 225 and from the same time 
we have an eagle made from an antique 
vase for the Abbot Suger of St. Denis. 
One is struck by the proud, haughty and 
majestic appearance of each eagle. The 
artists of both have captured the 
attitude and bearing of the dignitary for 
whom the work was made. 

Figure 3 1 . On the obverse of this same 
augustalis of Messina, the figure 
represented is actually clothed in a 
Roman toga. We see this same influence 
f rom Roman ar t r e vealed in Medie v al 

painting. A manuscript from the time of 
Charlemagne pictures the apostle 
Matthew as a classical scholar. 

Figure 32. By the Gothic era 
numerous towns had actually become 
city states and some rulers had become 
powerful enough to claim and defend 
large areas. The lords and kings held 
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state in their courts, and the art of the 
period reflects this court life. A delicate, 
feminine quality appears in all the arts. 
We see it here on a royal d'or from 
France as well as in the Cathedral of 
Winchester. 

Figure 33. One finds germinating in 
the late Gothic work of the North the 
humanistic philosophy which will fully 
blossom later in the South. Even the 
importance of women as figures of 
authority may be found during the 13th 
century. In the Cathedral of Naumburg 
is portrayed the psyche of the feminine 
as well as that of the masculine ruler of 
the locality. A coin of Spain also 
exhibits the portraits of both rulers: 
Isabella as well as Ferdinand. 

Figure 34. The aim of the Renaissance 
which followed was not to duplicate the 
works of antiquity as is often stated, but

rather to equal and, if possible, to 
surpass them. The Medieval world had 
copied antique works they little 
understood. The Renaissance artist, on 
the other hand, brought not the rebirth 
of antiquity as he viewed it but rather 
the birth of modern man. With this 
came the examination of individualism. 
In 15th century Italy, a Renaissance 
artist portrayed on a testoni of Milan the 
portrait of the Duke as a youth: an 
individualized, beautiful man in his 
prime. Sandro Botticelli, the Florentine 
painter, chose figures in the same

youthful stage of life. The manner of 
rendering these two portraits is quite 
similar, even in such details as the hair 
style. 

Figure 35. The 16th century produced 
giants in every field. During this time 
the master Leone Leoni designed a 
portrait coiii'of renowned Charles V 
of France. Michelangelo also chose a 
mature man's figure in representing the 
prophet in the Sistine Chapel. 

Figure 36. All during the Renaissance, 
artists were very concerned with the 
technique of showing perspective. One 
realizes that the religious theme on a 
Papal coin is intended as that of pilgrims 
at the holy door of St. Peter's. The actual 
theme of the artist, however, was the 
perspective of the buildings. An earlier 
paintingrn the^Sistine^ChapeTby PfetnY 
Perugino reveals the beginning of this 
fascination with perspective.

We 
find his theory of art not dissimilar to 
that of the coiner of Transylvania who 
designed the 25 ducat piece of Michael 
Apati in 1681.

In this 
period of economic growth the "clothes 
bespoke the man," and yet, in both 
works of art the artist's rendition of the 
psychic comes through the shadows of 
the physical.

Figure 41. Interestingly, the yearning 
of the Rococo age led back to the 
classical. The classical was romantic. 
The ancients were considered romantic 
for they had been a free people. This 
type of thinking inherent in 
neo-classical art is revealed in the first 
coinage of the United States, the 1793 
cent by Adam Eckfeldt. In painting, 
also, such artists as Benjamin West were 
inventing a modern mode of expression 
to fit the classical mold. 

Figure 42. By the 1830s the American 
public and its artists had begun to look 
afresh at their own country and the 
natural wonders it offered. The U.S. 
pattem by Christian GobrechT done in 
1838 shows that the artist had actually 
observed a flying eagle. Scientific 
observation was replacing the study of 
prints from abroad. The design of this 
pattern was then used for the Flying 
Eagle cent of 1856-58. Important 
painters of the time were also involved 
in nature studies. John James Audubon 
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went to the swamps of Florida to sketch 
and portray his bird and animal subjects 
within their natural habitats. 

During the 1800s artists 
along with the pioneers and prospectors 
went West. The painters wished to 
capture the grand vistas 6f mountain 
ranges and raging rivers and record the 
proud and colorful Indians they 
encountered. One sees this fascination 
with the native American on the U.S. 
Indian cent of 1864 and in the painting 
of the Chief of the lowas by George 
Catlin.

In the April and May, 1975, issues of 
The Numismatist, the author presented 
a catalog of obsolete notes and scrip 
issued in the United States and bearing 
illustrations of Spanish coins. United 
States coins and quasi coins (i.e., those 
closely resembling United States Mint 
issues but differing therefrom in one or 
more respects). The catalog included 
558 notes issued in 32 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Since the publication of that catalog, 
221 additional notes with coin 
illustrations have come to the author's 
attention, including notesTrorh two 
additional states, Delaware and South 
Carolina. Three notes, GA-1, GA-2 and 
PA-5, included in the original catalog on 
the basis of supposedly reliable sources, 
are now believed to be nonexistent and 
should be deleted. The five dollar Bank 
of Salem note listed under Salem, 
Indiana as IN-23 was issued in New 


Albany, Indiana, and appears in this 
supplement as IN- lib. The $10 
Pocasset Bank note listed under 
Tiverton, Rhode Island as RI-16 was 
issued after that town's name had been 
changed to Fall River, and appears in 
this supplement as RI-A5. The former 
listings of IN-23 and RI-16 should be 
disregarded. As a result of the additions 
and deletions, the original catalog and 
this supplement encompass 775 notes 
issued in the United States, not 
including those issued by the United 

States Gov e rnmen t. ^ 

It is primarily the intent of this 
supplement to list only the additional 
notes and not to restate and renumber 
those in the original catalog. However, 
the descriptions of the notes of 
Mechanics Savings and Loan 
Association (GA-1 4 through GA-23), 
City of Erie (PA-3 through PA- 10), 
Pocasset Bank (RI-14 through RI-17), 
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and Bank of Tennessee (TN-9 through 
TN-17) have been revised to effectively 
describe the differences between notes 
originally listed and additional notes 
included herein. The numbers of the 
last-mentioned Georgia and 
Pennsylvania notes originally listed 
have also been changed. Also, CT-1,

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NUMISMATIC NOSTALGIA 

ij . ilcwiil bowers 


Last July's East Coast session of the 
ANA Summer Seminar brought me and 
more than 100 other numismatists to 
Penn State, the geographical center of 
Pennsylvania and a university town 
filled — for me — with many pleasant 
memories. 

The final item on my Penn State 
agenda was one I had awaited eagerly. 
Dave Brassington, my roommate when I 
was a Penn State student more than 20 
years ago, who in the intervening years 
had become an important official of the 
University's College of Human De- 
velopment, was due at my doorstep. I 
hadn't seen Dave for many years, and in 
the meantime we had both been 
through a lot — our adult lives to date, so 
to speak. Dave, it turned out, hadn't 
changed much. Sure, he was older — we 
all are — but his eye twinkle, ready 
smile, and enthusiastic interest in the 
world around him were still there — just 
as they were in 1958 when we shared an 
apartment on South Allen Street, a few 
steps from the Penn State campus. 

At the wheel of his new car with its 
sliding sunroof (or is it a moon roof), 
Dave headed for the pine barrens and 
the ancient Scotia Iron Mine, active in 
the last century and a favorite evening 
ride years ago. Then past Boalsburg and 
Lemont, and then, "Let's go to 
Bellefonte." 

Soon in the gathering dusk Bellefonte 
loomed close. Across a limestone- 
channeled stream was a park with a Vic- 
torian gazebo ... or was it a bandstand? 
In the distance was a rosy brick railroad 
station, now the Bellefonte Chamber of 
Commerce, which in a century since 
departed saw passengers — perhaps 
William Jennings Bryan or Teddy 
Roosevelt, who knows? — alight with 
their suitcases and trunks, to head for 
the reception desk of the four story Bush 
House ("Built in 1868," a sign says) a 
hundred yards distant. 

The Bush House still stood, its upper 
stories gaunt and vacant with black 
glassed-over openings. No curtains, no 


warm glow of kerosene or incandescent 
filament lights, no mothers in duster 
scarves or little girls in pigtails looking 
out. The ground floor still lived — a res- 
taurant and several shops advertised 
their trades with plastic signs which, 
somehow, seemed out of place ... or the 
signs in place, and the hotel out of 
place? 

"Bellefonte means 'beautiful foun- 
tain' in French," Dave told me as he 
turned right and nosed his car up a hill 
that looks like it was transplanted 
from San Francisco. "Talleyrand, the 
Frenchman, gave the town its name 
when he visited here. The streets were 
laid out in 1795. It missed being the 
capitol of Pennsylvania by just two 
votes in the Legislature." 

Now on both sides of the street were 
brick, stone, and white-painted 
masonry buildings from the last cen- 
tury. Directly in front of us was the huge 
white column-fronted Centre County 
Court House with a rounded cupola and 
a weathervane with a fish, looking for 
all the world like a masterpiece of the 
architect Bulfinch. It was an old build- 
ing by 1863 when Abraham Lincoln 
wrote his Gettysberg Address a hundred 
miles away. 

W.C.T.U. PETRIKIN HALL proclaimed 
the inscription high on a nearby red 
brick building. Now it houses the of- 
fices of the Centre Daily Times and as- 
sorted other enterprises and profes- 
sions. Hopefully I scanned the windows 
for a neon BUD sign — how ironic it 
would be to have a saloon now as a ten- 
ant, but alas for irony there was one. 
FOR RENT enticed a dozen signs in a 
dozen other structures, apparently to no 
avail. 

BROCKERHOFF HOUSE read the large 
sign stretching a full block across the 
front of a beautiful, elegant, mysterious, 
(and again vacant on the upper floors) 
white hotel with an ornate mansard 
roof. A place fit in its day for J.P. Morgan 
or Andrew Carnegie, I thought to my- 
self. A man in a brown jacket and his 
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woman companion, both in their twen- 
ties, stopped on the sidewalk in front of 
the long-since locked front doors, but 
they were looking up the street. How 
could they ignore what certainly must 
be one of America's great architectural 
treasures of its genre’ How could they? 

Then my thoughts turned to coins. 
How many 179S dollars, 1809 cents, 
1 828 quarters had been used to pay fines 
years ago at the courthouse? What did 
the night clerk at the Brockerhoff House 
think of the first 1909 Lincoln cent he 
saw? For how long did he save them as 
novelties, replacing them in the till 
with Indian coppers? 

I imagined for a moment that the 


town had no Kentucky Friend Chicken 
or Avco Loan Office, that Bosco's Res- 
taurant wasn't where the lobby of the 
Farmers' National Bank once was, and 
that after finding the Brockerhoff House 
was full for the night I paid a dollar for a 
room in the Bush House — founded 
1 868 — and received in change a handful 
of sparkling bright 1877 Indian cents. 

Time moves inexorably forward. 
1868, 1877, Abe Lincoln, Andrew Car- 
negie, 1909 — they are gone forever. But, 
somehow, in the middle of downtown 
Bellefonte, with my eyes straining as 
night began to fall, it wasn't hard to 
imagine how life was long ago — a dif- 
ferent time but not a different place.

D.J. Gilbert's Saloon Token 

The D.J. Gilbert, Harnett Billiard Sa- 
loon tokens of Wilmington, North 
Carolina, are possibly the earliest mer- 
chant tokens from that state. Although 
mentioned in various catalogs over the 
years, to the best of my knowledge this 
is the first time one of these rare tokens 
has been illustrated. 

The earliest reference I have found to 
the tokens is in the Catalogue of Ameri- 
can Store Cards e) C. This listing of 423 
tokens was published circa 1859 by the 
Numismatic Society of Philadelphia. 
Number 147 in the catalog is a 250 de- 
nomination of the token struck in Ger- 
man silver, while number 148 is a brass 
specimen with no denomination 
specified. 

The Bushnell sale of 1882 included 
the two varieties mentioned above as 
lots_TQ52 and 1053. The^ Ger man silv e r 
piece (which was described as silver) 
brought $5, a very high price for that 
period. The brass specimen did even 
better, selling for $5. 10. Two years later, 
in the sale of the H.N.T. Levick collec- 
tion, two examples were sold. Possibly 
they were the same tokens, purchased 
by Levick in the Bushnell sale. 



More recently Donald Miller, in his 
Catalogue of U.S. Store Cards or Mer- 
chants Tokens (which is essentially a 
revision of Edgar H. Adams' U.S. Store 
Cards published in 1920) listed a brass 
specimen, with no denomination men- 
tioned. It is strange that neither Adams 
or Miller included the German silver 
variety. 

Aubrey T. Haddock, a collector of 
North Carolina exonumia, found a re- 
ference to D.J. Gilbert in the Wil- 
mington section of the 1850 census for 
New Hanover County, N.C. He was 
listed as a merchant, 31 years of age. 
There was no mention of Gilbert in the 
1840 or 1860 census records. Evidently 
he went into“business in the 1840s, anT 
his tokens could have been struck any 
time after that, although the Numisma- 
tic Society of Philadelphia's catalog 
proves their existence prior to 1859. 

The legends on this token, which is 
German silver on a 3 1 mm planchet, are 
die struck except for the denomination 
25, which is incused. — D.E.S.

Was 
it worth it? Momentarily forgetting the 
fun enjoyed and education acquired in 
participating in the Roman Coin Pro- 
ject, what were Renee's physical ac- 
quisitions? First of all she received eight 
Roman and Byzantine coins plus a 
bonus coin of Carthage, c. 400 B.C. Her 
eighth coin was truly a gem, a Chi Rho 

original struck by Valens, A.D. 364- 
378. Now if you read the August, 1981 
issue of The Numismatist, you would 
know what a Chi Rho is. In case you 
didn't, here is the story. 

Chi, X , and Rho, P , are the first two 
letters of Christ in Greek. Combined to 
form a monogram, also called a Christ- 
ogram, they appear thus, . Are they 
very common? Well, they certainly 
aren't rare, but don't think they grow on 
trees. Should you like to purchase one, 
go to any coin shop specializing in an- 
cients. But don't be surprised if the 
proprietor has none. And, if he does, 
look for a tag of $20 and up. 

But remember, this Chi Rho was her 
eighth earned coin. What were the 
others? Here is a list by emperors in 
chronological order: Diocletian, A.D. 
284-305; Constantine the Great, A.D. 
307-337; Constantine II, A.D. 337-340; 
Constans II, A.D. 337-351; Constantine 
VII, A.D. 913-959; Constantine VIII, 
A.D. 1025-1028; and Romanus III, A.D. 
1028-1032. 

These are the nine ancient coins that 
Renee has earned for doing things in 
numismatics that she would do as a 
budding young numismatist anyway. 
Do you, a junior member of the ANA 
have any ancient coins? Your whole at- 
titude towards numismatics will take a 
great step forward when you add an- 
cients to your collection. And it doesn't 


cost you anything in dollars! 

Did Renee receive anything else for 
her "work"? Indeed she did. For her li- 
brary she received a book on numisma- 
tics, and booklets on Roman and Greek 
coins, medieval numismatics and coin 
collecting in general. 

Renee may hardly be accused of hav- 
ing a one-track mind. Graduating with 
honors from high school, she was ac- 
cepted by the Westinghouse Service 
Honor Program. There she will learn 
and participate in current research now 
being conducted at Westinghouse. 
Studying music all of her life she made 
the Pittsburgh All-City Orchestra as a 
junior! 

With all of this "brainwork" Renee 
still found time for athletics. Par- 
ticipating in the Alleghany Track 
Council Explorer Olympics this past 
summer at the University of Pittsburgh, 
Renee garnered three awards: a gold 
medal for first in the long jump, a bronze 
for third in the 100 meter dash, and a 
ribbon for getting first place in the 
400-meter relay. As if this weren't 
enough, her high school cross country 
team won the city championship for 
which she won another medal. Note 
that she is both a dash-person and a long 
distance runner, an accomplishment 
even the legendary Jim Thorpe was not 
noted for. 

I've said it before. I'll say it again. 
Juniors participating in the RCP are 
some of the bri^test young people to be 
found in our country. And don't forget, 
the future of our country rests with the 
young minds. 

So, if you are not presently par- 
ticipating in the RCP, get in the swim.

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MEXICO 

New Gold Bullion Issues 

The Banco de Mexico has announced 
the issuance of one ounce, one-half 
ounce and one-quarter ounce gold coins. 
The 1981 legal tender gold issues, which 
will be redeemable at the going rate, are 
the first to be struck by the Mexican 
Government Mint, Casa de Moneda, in 
60 years. 

The coins, similar in design to the 50 
peso gold centenario, bear the Winged 
Angel of Victory on the reverse, poised 
on one foot above the legend MEXICO. 
Victory is flanked to the right by 1981 
and to the left by either ‘A ONZA ORA 
PURA, Vi ONZA ORA PURA or 1 ONZA 
ORA PURA. The obverse depicts an eagle 
plucking a snake from a cactus, a sym- 
bol of the Aztec's founding of Mexico 
City. 

The coins are 34.5mm, 29mm and 
23mm in diameter respectively, and are 
alloyed with 10 percent copper for grea- 
ter hardness. The Mexican government 
has tentative plans to produce a Proof 
set of the three gold coins in 1982. 

JAPAN 

SOO Yen Coin to Replace Note 

The Japanese Ministry of Finance has 
announced plans to issue a 500 yen coin 
beginning in April 1982. The new issue 
will be Japan's largest denomination 
coin. The Ministry intends to strike 100 
million of the new coins by March and 
eventually an additional 150 million, 
simultaneously withdrawing from cir- 
culation approximately half of the cur- 
rently circulating 500 yen notes, which 
have a limited circulation life. 

The 26.5mm coin w eighs 7.2 grams 
and is struck from a 75 percent copper 
and 25 percent nickel alloy. The obverse 
shows a cluster of paulowinia leaves, 
and the reverse features the Arabic 
numerals 500 in the center above the 
date in Japanese characters. 

The Japanese government also plans 
to issue new 1,000, 5,000 and 10,000 yen 


bank notes in late 1984. The new notes 
will depict educators Yukichi Fudazawa 
(1834-1901) on the 10,000 yen note, and 
Inazo Nitobe (1862-1933) on the 5,000 
yen note, and author Soseki Netsume 
(1867-1916) on the 1,000 yen note. 

CANADA 

New Canadian Maritime Series 

Collectors of either Canadian mate- 
rial or maritime memorabilia may be 
interested in the Maritime Com- 
memorative Trade Dollars minted by 
Sherritt Gordon Mint in Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta. The series, de- 
signed in Victoria, British Columbia, by 
T.T.C. Design Group, depicts five 
famous ships that sailed from the 
northwest port city of Victoria. The 
common obverse of the five trade dol- 
lars features street lamps and flower 
baskets, a design long associated with 
Victoria. 

The coins are 3mm in diameter and 
are available in nickel bonded steel, .55 
ounce .999 fine silver, and .90 ounce 
24-karat gold. Ordering information can 
be obtained by writing to Greater Vic- 
toria Visitors Centre Trade Dollar and 
Medallion, 812 Wharf Street, Victoria, 
B.C., Canada V8W 1T3.

The legal tender coin is 28.5mm in 
diameter with a milled edge and is of- 
fered to collectors in a special plastic 
presentation case.

Orders for Uncut Sheets Projected 

Officials of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing expect orders for its uncut 
currency sheet sales program to total 

100.000 sheets during the first quarter 
of the program which began October 26. 

According to Peter Daly, chief of the 
Office of Planning and Development for 
the BEP, the Bureau predicts that 70 to 
75 percent of the first quarter orders will 
be for the full 32-note sheets. 
Numismatic interest in the 16-note 
sheets is expected to be less, the orders 
during the first months totaling only 25 
to 30 percent. However, as the general 
public becomes aware of the sales 
program, the BEP expects the 
percentage to change as more half 
sheets are purchased. 

Presently only $1 Series 1981 Federal 
Reserve notes are offered, but the BEP 
expects to begin selling its reserve of 

150.000 half sheets of $2 Federal 


Reserve notes in the spring. It has not 
been decided whether any $2 notes will 
be offered in 32-note or 16-note 
versions. 

The current sheets can be ordered 
from the BEP Visitor Center at 14th and 
C Streets S.W., Washington, D.C. 
20228. 

GSA Silver Sales Begin 

The General Services Administration 
(GSA), manager of the U.S. Govern- 
ment's stockpile of strategic materials, 
made its first weekly offering of 1.25 
million troy ounces of silver from the 
Government stockpile October 14. 

The silver bars are approximately 

1,000 fine troy ounces each, and during 
the next year GSA expects to sell 46.5 
million ounces from its reserves on a 
sealed-bid basis. The bids are opened in 
Washington and the silver is delivered 
from the San Francisco Assay Office and 
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the U.S. Silver Depository in West 
Point, New York. Considered in bid 
evaluations are the market price on the 
day the bid is opened, the quality of the 
silver offered, its location and the com- 
petitive bids. 

Under Congressional legislation, all 


silver targeted for sale in fiscal year 1982 
must be sold or the excess will return to 
the stockpile. Excesses in other years of 
the sale can be carried over to future sale 
years. The Government is authorized to 
sell a total of 105, 1 19,000 troy ounces of 
silver during the next three years.

Land of Scenic Beauty 
and Western History 

Looking for a convention that com- 
bines a vacation at a mountain resort 
with all the excitement of a major ANA 
show? Look no further, for the 4th ANA 
Midyear Convention to be held Feb- 
ruary 18-21 at The Broadmoor in Col- 
orado Springs is sure to be your answer. 

Beyond the elegant luxury of The 
Broadmoor complex itself is an area 
which every year brings visitors from 
every corner of the nation, an area 
which since its beginnings has been 
viewed as a resort of scenic beauty. 

Back in 1871 General William 
Jackson Palmer, head of the Denver and 
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Rio Grande Railroad, saw a site at the 
foothills of Pikes Peak upon which he 
envisioned a model city of culture and 
good taste, a city to be named Colorado 
Springs. Palmer drew up plans for the 
town and retained a provision in the 
deed to lots forbidding the sale or pro- 
duction of liquor. This was an effort to 
keep out saloons and their accompany- 
ing bawdy atmosphere which might 
lower the quality of life in his town. 

During this same time, Palmer's close 
friend. Dr. William Abraham Bell, said 
to be the vice-president of everything 
Palmer was president of, was platting 
villa lots in Manitou. Rustic pagodas 
were placed over the mineral springs in 
the area, which, because of their cura- 
tive powers and the invigorating cli- 
mate, had long been a sanctuary for the 
Indians of the area. Bell, an Englishman, 
convinced many of his wealthy English 
friends and patients to invest in prop- 
erty in the Pikes Peak region, to the 
extent that the area became known as 
"Little London." Aiding this cultural 
phase was Bell's bride, Cara, who super- 
vised the building of the Bell's home. 
The Briarhurst, and was the social host- 
ess of Manitou, along with Palmer's 
wife. Queen, who sought to bring Eng- 
lish grace to the rustic charm of Glen 
Eyrie, the Palmer's home in Queen's 
Canyon. 

But a change came to the area with 
the discovery of gold in Cripple Creek in 
1891. Palmer's resort had some ten 
thousand residents, most of whom lived 
comfortably if modestly on the profits 
of summer tourism, the health busi- 
ness, and taking care of a handful of idle 
rich. Ten years later Colo rado Springs 
h^ become"^ de^y involved in Crip- 
ple Creek that its population had tripled 
and a building boom had obliterated the 
small-town air of Pikes Peak Avenue. 
By 1902 at least thirty Springs residents 
were millionaires, and even though the 
Cripple Creek boom soon tapered off, 
the expensive life style of the town 
lasted for many years. 


There is still much evidence in the 
area by which to envision this period of 
Colorado history . . . the wide tree-lined 
avenues, the pseudo-Tudor homes of 
Weber Avenue, and Millionaire's Row 
on Wood Avenue. Bell's home in Man- 
itou is open to visitors, and the opulent 
Glen Eyrie, rebuilt by Palmer in 1904, 
can also be viewed by appointment. In 
Old Colorado City (west Colorado 
Springs), where the dirtier side of the 
mining business was once evident with 
its mills, smelters, saloons, and gam- 
bling houses, there is revitalization oc- 
curring. The historical is being retained 
but renovated to modern use, resulting 
in a charming business district of small 
enterprises featuring antiques, gifts, and 
various services. 

Spouses' Brunch and Local Tour 

Saturday, February 20, 9:30 am to 2:30 pm 
Spouses' Brunch only, 9:30 am to 11:45 am 
ANA president Adna G. Wilde, Jr. and his 
charming wife, Joan, will serve as hosts for 
the Spouses' Brunch, which will begin with 
an exquisitely prepared meal at the elegant 
Garden of the Gods Club, an exclusive facil- 
ity with one of the city's most beautiful 
views. After that last cup of coffee, those who 
have included the local tour as part of their 
plans will board the bus for the Garden of the 
Gods and a look at Colorado Springs history, 
aided by the knowledgeable Bill Henderson, 
who will conduct the tour. As the bus ap- 
proaches the area where the Utes once held 
religious ceremonies, the tour group will 
view what American novelist Helen Hunt 
Jackson described as a wonderland of "red 
rocks of every conceivable size and shape . . . 
queer, grotesque little monstrosities looking 
like seals, fishes, cats, and masks . . . colossal 
monstrosities looking like elephants, like 
gargoyles, like giants ... all motionless and 
silent, with a str ?^ng p l oo k o f having be en^ 
stopped and held back in the very climax of 
some supernatural catastrophe." Geologi- 
cally the Garden can be explained as rem- 
nants of sandstone strata of a sea bottom that 
ages ago were tilted by earth's pressure 
below, and were then worn into strange 
shapes by erosion and atmospheric action. It 
is an awe-inspiring sight, and the residents of 
Colorado Springs feel fortunate indeed that 
the wish of the Garden's original owner. 
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Manitou Springs showing the Cliff House and the Soda Springs 


Charles Elliot Perkins, was to give it to the 
city as a public park to be kept forever in its 
natural state. 

Past the famed Balanced Rock the road 
through the Garden comes out in Manitou 
Springs, where, from the bus, the group will 
see a town little changed over the genera- 
tions and still centered around the famous 
soda springs. On up Colorado Avenue, 
through Old Colorado City, the bus will head 
for Van Briggle Pottery. 

Artist Van Briggle achieved international 
fame in the 1890s for the unusual tints and 
glazes he used with his pottery, taking top 
honors at the Paris Exposition in 1893. But 
death claimed the artist prematurely while 
still in his early 40s. The ANA group will 
have a chance not only to tour the Van Brig- 
gle operations, but also to view a visual dem- 
onstration of the throwing and building of a 
pot. Van Briggle's original building with its 
unique architecture is located within walk- 
ing distance from ANA headquarters, but the 
current facility which the ANA tour will 
visit is located in what was once the old 
Round House for the famous Midland Ter- 
minal Railroad. As a special souvenir of the 
tour, plans are being made for Van Briggle's 
to produce an attractive ANA coffee mug, 
which will be offered tour-goers at a moder- 
ate cost. 


Denver Mint and Air Force Academy 

Friday, February 19, 7:30 am to 3:30 pm 

Established by an act of Congress on April 
21, 1862, the Denver Mint opened for busi- 
ness in September 1863. Principally func- 
tioning as an assay office, its operations were 
limited to melting, refining, assaying and 
stamping for weight and fineness, until it 
moved into its present building in 1906 and 
began coinage operations. Production in that 
first year was 167,371,035 coins, whereas at 
present the annual figure is close to 6 billion 
coins. Starting with three coin presses, there 
are now some 57 coin presses, operating 24 
hours a day, five days a week, producing ap- 
proximately 29 million pieces a day.

Collectors and dealers attending 
ANA'S Fourth Midyear Convention to 
be held at the Broadmoor Hotel in Col- 
orado Springs, February 18-21, 1982, 
will have the opportunity to take advan- 
tage of one of Colorado's tourist as- 
sets — skiing in the High Country! A 
six-day/five-night adventure is planned 
at one of the nation's most popular ski 
resorts — Keystone.

More Genuine Gold Coins 




Continuing our series of die characteristics of the more common genuine coins, 
we show three and five dollar gold this month. We also reiterate our previous 
advice — if you see the characteristics we have shown, the coin is most likely 
genuine, but if the coin does not exhibit the ''fingerprint" we point out it does not 
automatically mean that the coin is bad, because most of these characteristics were 
added to the die after the die was put into service. 




1795 $5, Small Eagle. There are two die 
gouges inward from the denticles between 
the R et) I and the I &) C of AMERICA. 


1878 $3: Look for a pattern of vertical die 
polish marks inside the bow on the reverse. 


1800 55 : Die cracks can be diagnostic. This 
one shows as a very fine, slightly irregular, 
raised line of metal connecting the I B of 
LIBERTY. 


1854 53 : There are two parallel die polish 
marks above the NIT of UNITED. 
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1802 $5, 2 Over 1: There is a series of die 
gouges connecting the eagle’s tail to the ends 
of the denticles. 



1807 55 ; The right arm of the Y of LIBERTY is 
defective and a faint die crack connects the Y 
and the star right. 



1806 55 : Rust pitted dies left some lumps of 
metal on the top edge of the ribbon at the 
hack of the eagle’s neck. There is also a die 
crack between that point and the star. 



1810 55 : Look for the die gouges above TAT 
of STATES. Do not use the holes just above 
the bases of the T’s; they have also been seen 
on counterfeits. 


1813 $5: By the time this coin was struck the 
dies were worn and rust pitted, resulting in 
some small raised lumps of metal between 
the third and fourth stars. 
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1820 $5: The die polish marks through the 
date are very fine and crisp in appearance. 
Also, the bases of the 2 and the 0 of the date 
show some minor repunching. 



1834 $5: Close examination may reveal the 
horizontal pattern of die polishing in LIB-

1861 55 : The lumps in the shield are the 
result of clashed dies, that is when the dies 
hit each other without a blank between 
them to absorb the force of the blow. 
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1880 $5: There are some small die gouges 
and a little bit of die polishing on the head- 
band at RTY of LIBERTY. 



1881 $5, 1881 Over 1880: Remnants of the 
1880 date show in and below the final 
punched 1881 date. 



1886-S $5: There are horizontal raised lines 
at the left and right of Liberty's eyeball. The 
vertical line behind the eye is damage to this 
one coin. 



1901~S $5, S Over S: Heavy die polishing 
marks can be seen inside Liberty's ear.

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BUaDING FUND 
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Your Dollars for the Building Fund 
Could Cost You As Little as 210 Each 


Giving dollars to the American 
Numismatic Association's Building 
Fund is not as expensive as one may 
believe. The net cost per dollar may be 
as little as 2 1 cents each if you are in the 
$50,000 per year taxable income brack- 
et; only a mere 8 cents per dollar if 
your taxable income is more than 
$100,000. Granted most collectors are 
not in these brackets yet. But, even if 
you are in only the $10,000 per year 
bracket, your net cost for each dollar 
given may be as low as 39 cents. 

Despite many recent changes, the 
Federal tax law continues to encourage 
your gifts to the association through tax 
incentives. Although the impact of the 
changes is still being debated, many tax 
accountants are recommending that 
their clients increase their deductions 
this year while they are still paying a 
higher tax rate. Among those deduc- 
tions are charitable donations, such as 
gifts to the American Numismatic As- 
sociation. Because of the tax credit for 
these contributions, the actual cost to 
the donor is far less than the face value 
of the gift. 


Next year, taxpayers who don't 
itemize will, for the first time, receive a 
tax credit for their charitable contribu- 
tions. A special line will be added to the 
standard short form for this purpose. 

Some states also have the additional 
benefit of state tax laws that allow tax 
credits for gifts to non-profit, educa- 
tional organizations. The following 
chart for an individual taxpayer indi- 
cates approximate cost to certain state 
residents for a charitable gift. Check 
with your own tax accountant; the cost 
may be higher or lower in your particu- 
lar state, and a maximum amount may 
be applicable.

Hawaii Trip Building Fund Promotion Dropped 
But Free Trip Still Available! 


A member of the American Numis- 
matic Association has challenged the 
"Win A Free Trip to Fiawaii" offer being 
made available by the ANA to a lucky 
donor to its building fund program. The 
trip consisted of airline tickets for two 
to Fiawaii, four nights' stay at the Hil- 
ton Hawaiian Village at Waikiki, an ad- 
ditional two nights at the Kona Hilton 
on the Big Island, inter-island fare, and 
transportation from the airports to the 
hotels. For each $25 cash donation made 
between May 15, 1981 and December 
31, 1981, one chance for the trip was 
entered in the name of the donors. The 
challenge was made that this offer con- 
stituted a lottery and was in violation of 
federal law. 

Inquiry at a U.S. District Attorney's 
office failed to find cause for prosecu- 
tion. However, further investigation 
with U.S. Postal officials found a tech- 
nical violation. ANA was informed that 
no action would be taken unless a for- 
mal charge was made or if the ANA 
rules for the drawing were modified. 
Drawings are permissible if entry forms 
allow anyone to enter and eligibility to 
win is not predicated on making a con- 
tribution. 

The ANA board of governors, by mail 
vote, rescinded the Hawaii prize draw- 
ing. Any person who has donated to the 
building fund with the intent of enter- 
ing the drawing may request a refund. 
As of October 3 1 , more than $25,000 has 
been so raised. Those who do not re- 
quest a refund will still have a tax de- 


ductible receipt and the satisfaction of 
knowing that they have helped their as- 
sociation enlarge its facilities to provide 
more and better services to its member- 
ship. 

Members with their hearts set on 
Hawaii will be happy to know that the 
dream vacation for two to the Hawaiian 
Islands has NOT been cancelled. It will 
still be available to some hard-working 
member of the association and for the 
guest of liis or her choice. ANA officers 
and employees, and their immediate 
families, will not be eligible. The trip, 
airfare (coach or economy class from 
any airport serviced by American Air- 
lines), six nights in luxurious Hilton 
Hotels (four at Waikiki and two at 
Kona), airport-to-hotel transportation, 
inter-island fare, a sightseeing trip and 
welcome leis will be awarded to the in- 
dividual ANA member who personally 
recruits the most new members in a 
six-month period beginning January 1, 
1982, through June 30, 1982.
